This  is  a  timely -and  timeless-collection  of 
essays  by  Milton  Mayer,  self-styled  "unem- 
ployed newspaperman,"  winner  of  many 
journalistic  awards,  and  peripatetic  observer 
of  the  gaieties  and  agonies  of  men  (and 
women)  and  nations  at  home  and  abroad.

In  his  latest  collection  of  poems,  British 
author  Laurence  Lemer  has  disguised  him- 
self as  a  computer.  A.R.T.H.U.R.  (Auto- 
matic Record  Tabulator  Heuristically  Un- 
reliable Reasoner)  is  a  general  purpose 
digital  computer  who  pauses  in  the  course 
of  his  varied  tasks  to  reflect  on  them  and 
on  himself. 

He  describes  the  making  of  wine,  pre- 
dicts the  future,  sends  a  birthday  card  to 
a  friend,  and  discusses  evolution.  Politics 
and  religion  also  occupy  A.R.T.H.U.R.  a 
good  deal,  and  he  produces  a  political  state- 
ment, a  prayer,  and  a  creed.  He  plays  games, 
of  course,  and  he  is  programmed  to  write 
poetry -with  unexpected  results. 

Two  kinds  of  people  probably  should 
not  read  A.R.T.H.U.R.:  those  who  wish 
computers  had  never  been  invented  and 
those  who  are  waiting  impatiently  for 
human  beings  to  be  abolished.

Differing  significantly  from  previous  studies, 
Mr.  McFarland's  approach  to  mugwumpery 
provides  the  first  well-balanced  portrait  of 
this  remarkable  reform  movement. 

The  conventional  approach  has  been  to 
concentrate  on  just  a  dozen  or  so  of  the 
best  known  Mugwumps  and  to  trace  their 
careers  only  up  to  a  given  chronological 
point.

Ortega's  view  of  "life  as  a 
happening,"  his  analysis  of  the  ontological 
distinction  between  "human  life"  and 
"things,"  between  "being"  and  "authentic 
being,"  his  description  of  the  intersubjective 
interaction  of  the  "I"  and  "Others"  in  the 
social  world,  his  concepts  of  the  "genera- 
tion," of  "contemporaries"  and  "co-evals," 
and  his  idea  of  "vital"  and  "historical  reason," 
combine  to  broaden  and  to  advance  his  phi- 
losophy of  human  social  and  historical  reali- 
ties. 

In  identifying  and  critically  assessing  the 
fundamental  features  of  this  philosophical 
perspective,  this  study  attempts  to  reveal 
the  coherence  of  Ortega's  philosophy  of 
man,  society  and  history  through  his  basic 
principle  of  uniformity -the  historical  man.

Though  there  have  been  several  books  on 
the  behavior  of  the  giant  panda  in  the  zoo 
environment,  this  is  the  only  study  of  the 
wild  and  natural  habitat  of  the  panda  in 
Western  China.  It  is  also  a  rare  look  at  a 
little-known  part  of  Asia. 

Based  on  his  experiences  during  a  pre- 
World  War  II  expedition  into  the  remote 
high  mountain  country  of  China,  naturalist 
William  Sheldon  has  written  far  more  than 
a  scholarly  tract  on  pandas.  His  first-hand 
accounts  of  the  land  and  its  people,  and  the 
difficulties  of  doing  field  research  in  an 
area  where  no  westerner  has  been  since  that 
time,  are  extraordinary  and  of  great  value.
